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MARION MORRIS RETURNS 
TO ARENA STAGE 


Nearly everybody in Foggy Bottom knew Marion 
Morris personally when she was a member of the 
permanent acting company of Arena Stage during the 
5-year period 1956-61 it was located in the aban- 
doned brewery, since demolished, the Old Vat as it 
is now called. For Marion lived amongst us and 
her hostesses generously shared her with friends in 
the Bottom. She lived with Morella Hansen and Inez 
Larson (later Mrs. Jean Pulver), who were Eye 
Street pioneers in the Foggy Bottom Restoration. 


Morella and Inez were proud to introduce Marion to 
their friends, hence their charming paying guest be- 
came a part of the social life of the Bottom, 


So it was good news to old-time residents of Foggy 
Bottom to learn, early in May, that Marion was 
coming back to perform at Arena Stage in the cur- 
rent production, "Dark of the Moon", the Smoky 
Mountain legend of Barbary Allen and her witch-boy 
John. Marion plays Barbary's mother in the Arena 
production, which opened May 27 and will close on 
June 2l, 


While Marion was a member of the permanent act- 
ing company playing in Arena Stage productions in 
the Old Vat she was often in Washington for extend- 
ed periods, for she appeared in 10 shows. Most of 
us saw her in "Epitaph for George Dillon", "Major 
Barbara", ''Clandestine on the Morning Line", "The 
Egg", "Ring Round the Moon", "The Rivals'', "Six 
Characters in Search of an Author", "Silent Night, 
Lonely Night", "Tiger at the Gates'', and O'Casey's 
"I Knock at the Door", 


who speaks both faultless English and fluent French, 
as Marion does. 


"Dark of the Moon" is one of the best performed, 
and one of the most artistic and socially significant 
plays we recall ever having seen on Arena Stage. It 
has that Elizabethan quality of poetry and song, of 
demonology and ruthless, robust action and the sort 
searing tragedy that have made "'Hamlet'', "Mac- 
beth", and "King Lear" endure through the ages 
since the greatest years of the London stage. 


After it closes on June 21, Arena Stage will not re- 
open until October 30. Next year's schedule has not 
been announced.

A number of people have inquired why the parking 
lot at 25th and H Streets has been allowed to operate 
by the Police Department for 10 months even though 
the operators did not have a business license nor an 
occupancy permit, which appear to be required by 
law.

"Strange Native Customs in Washington and Other 
Savage Lands" is to be, according to Arthur Hoppe, 
the ''author"', not only a grisly compilation of maca- 
bre rites but also a chapter on the gayest of the in- 
digenous tribes - the State Department. 


These spoiled natives dwell in isolated happiness in 
an area known as "Foggy Bottom", There, gifted by 
bounteous appropriations, they have evolved an i- 
dyllic culture, similar to that of the Tutuamotu Ar- 
chipelago where breadfruit grows on trees. 


The natives in Foggy Bottom can be distinguished 
from members of the other local tribes by their uni- 
forms -- vertically striped shirt, diagonally striped 
tie and handmade shoes. Each also invariably car- 
ries the tribal staff: a stick some three feet long 
wrapped in tightly furled cloth. Its use is not im- 
mediately clear. 


While other tribes rush toand fro battling each other 
the Foggy Bottomers blissfully while away their day 
in Paper Passing, the object being to see which na- 
tive can get his desk clear first. Although this sim- 
ple, primitive game serves no useful purpose, the 
natives vie joyously at it and those who excel are 
selected as the tribal leaders. 


All that mars this otherwise Utopian environment is

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the attitude of other tribes, which is distinctly hos- 
tile. The Solons and the Pentagoners despise the 
Foggy Bottomers, referring to them as "fuzzy think- 
ers" and whispering that many have ''softoncommu- 
nism'', which, from the evidence, appears to be a 
dread endemic social disease. 


As a consequence of being shunned, Foggy Bottomers 
have turned inward on themselves creating a secre- 
tive, inbred society. They stamp the papers they 
harmlessly pass among each other withcryptic sym- 
bols, warning outsiders that to gaze on them entails 
horrible punishment. 


When startled by a direct question of any kind, they 
immediately engage in fingertip tapping. This ges- 
ture consists of placing elbows on the desk and tap- 
ping the fingertips of both hands together directly in 
front of the lips. As it is accompanied by complete 
silence, the ritual is believed to be some form of a 
prayer -- obviously that both the question and ques- 
tioner will somehow vanish. 


Despite this ingrained fear and mistrust of stran- 
gers, the Foggy Bottomers are at heart a simple, 
peace-loving folk. And I feel we should treat them 
as gently as possible in hopes that some day they 
may emerge hesitantly from their protective shell.. 
and make contact with the outside world. On the 
other hand, it cannot be denied that they're awfully 
happy just the way they are.

Clear glass is a dramatic art medium when etched 
with a jet of sand and air in the hands of Washington 
artist Herman Perlman. How the resulting graceful 
patterns have a function in architecture will be the 
subject of ''Glass Decor in Architecture" scheduled 
June 23-July 19 at the National Housing Center. 


Interpretive glass portraits of prominent public fig- 
ures - Lincoln, F. D.R., Jacqueline Kennedy - plus 
some sculpture are included in this exhibit of more 
than 40 Perlman works, ranging in theme from the- 
ology through the Bolshoi Ballet. 


Edge lighting each panel from a hidden source of il- 
lumination delineates each pattern with a soft glow 
of light as it travels through the glass unseen until 
it is interrupted as it strikes an etched area. This 
special optical characteristic and function has been 
applied by Perlman as an artistic trick of the trade, 


Basically, the show will inspire architects with the 
dramatic possibility of etched glass panels in com- 
mercial, residential, and public construction.

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NEAR TO BEER 
by Mary K. Manzoli, Historian 


Our Foggy Bottom had a modest industrial boom in 
the late 1890's when two of Washington's five brew- 
eries located in the area now being mostly devoured 
by earth-moving equipment for the Roosevelt Island 
Bridge approaches. One of Washington's most re- 
spected and colorful residents, Christian Heurich, 
constructed in 1894 a large complex of buildings re- 
sembling a cross between a Rhine castle and a 19th 
Century New England textile mill. Mr. Heurich, a 
native of Saxon-Meiningen, Germany, came at the 
age of 30 to Washington and opened a small brewery 
in 1872. After moving into the new buildings at D 
and 26th Streets, his company remained in operation 
continuously until 1956 when competition from the 
large national brewing companies caused it to close 
down. Until 1945, when he died at the age of 102, 
Mr. Heurich managed the business personally, com- 
ing to work promptly at 8:15 every morning, includ- 
ing the day he died. The last vestige of the Heurich 
buildings is the structure that presently houses the 
Washington Waxworks. 


Near the Heurich plant, at 25th and G Streets, the 
Albert Brewing Company also built a plant which was 
bought by Edward F. Abner in 1896. Peter A. Dru- 
ry became a partner in 1897. The new Abner Drury 
Brewing Company remodeled the buildings in 1900, 
continuing in business until financial difficulties led

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to bankruptcy in 1935. Efforts were made by another 
firm to keep the brewery operating until 1938 when 
brewing activities ceased completely. The buildings 
went to war during the early 1940's when the Fred S. 
Gichner Iron Works leased the structures for the 
assembly of thousands of ammunition racks for the 
Navy. In subsequent years, the old Abner Drury 
buildings were mostly leveled to make way for park- 
ing lots, a few structures being converted to quar- 
ters for various small firms and warehouses until 
their final destruction for the construction of the 
underpass below Virginia Avenue. 


There was the period known as "Prohibition" that 
brought a slow-down of the activity of Foggy Bottom 
breweries. One newspaper account says that old 
Mr. Heurich never really understood Prohibition. 
His company converted its stocks of beer to near 
beer when the dry law was passed and then went into 
making of ice for over a decade. The Abner Drury 
company, on the contrary, converted to near beer 
and the making of ice cream and soft drinks. When 
the manufacture of beer was again permitted in 1933 
the Foggy Bottom breweries were the only ones in 
Washington to go back in business. When they began 
turning out the foamy brew once more, Foggy Bot- 
tom again enjoyed the tangy, pungent aroma of malt 
and hops for another two decades and more. Alas, 
the highways that are replacing the old breweries 
are not likely to provide us with aromas other than 
gas, oil, and rubber.
